[he police shouted to the people to run 
into any doorway. the police eflicers re 
mained in the deserted street. while the 
omnibuses, mostly empty, continued to 
run. The girl conductors stuck to their 
posts in the most plucky manner. One 
was asked what she thought of it. She 
replied that she only wondered whether 
the raiders or her omnibus would reach a 
certain point first—a point that would in 
all probability be attacked. She was much 
relieved that the raiders got there first. 

The Government. will be much ques 
tioned to-morrow regarding the raid, tor a 
group of members interested in air ques- 
tions held an informal meeting yesterday, 
and arrived at a decision to press the 
Government for a definite statement of 
policy regarding reprisals. The raid is re- 
garded as most serious, for the enemy aero- 
planes were flying so low that they could 
be seen by most people, and were able to 
plant their bombs with what might have 
been much greater advantage to their 
efforts.

Billing will also ask the Pmme Minister 
whether he has received any diplomatic 
representations by the French Government 
with reference to the initiation of a sus 
tained air offensive over Germany ; and, if 
so, whether he is prepared to make any 
statement on the subject.

After a strong destructive fire, which 
lasted for several hours, the Russian attack 
was delivered in the early morning between 
Koniuchy and Lawrymowce. The Russian Divi. 
sions rushed against our front with ever freshiy. 
brought forward and deeply-ranked forces. 

The enemy repeated his. attacks until the 
afternoon. They all broke down with heavy 
losses. The employment. of armoured motor cart 
also remained fruitless for the Russians. They 
were shot to pieces. 

Our chaser echelons attacked the retreating 
Russian masses from the air, and cavalry, 
which had been held in preparation, were dis. 
persed by our long-range fire. 

Later on the enemy attacked, regardless ¢f 
all lossés, in an assault further north as: far as 
the Zloczow-T'arnopol railway, and between 
Batkow and Zwyzyn Here also he did not 
make any advance, but was defeated every. 
where. 

At Brzezany and Sianislau, as well as at 
some points in the Carpathian foreland, sirong 
Russian attacks also failed with heavy losses.

THE BOMBING OF LONDON. 


The experience of Saturday, says The Times, 
makes it abundantly clear that, in the. light of 
the new developments in air warfare, all our 
arrangements in connection with aerial cam- 
paigning, both offensive and defensive, require 
fresh investigation. The main question is 
whether the Government can improve and in- 
crease the system of aerial defences in this 
country without detriment to the paramount 
requirements of the armies in the field. It is 
upon this point that the public seek for more 
adequate assurances than have yet been vouch- 
gafed. Many people consider that one great 
defect in the present system is that the air 
defences are under the dual control of the 
Army and the Navy. There is much difference 
of opinion on the point, and, whatever be the 
merits of the for a unified control, it 
seems to be fairly certain that in the past the 
co-operation between the two Services has not 
heen sufficiently close. There is not, and there 
never has been, the least sign of panic about 
any of the raids; but that portion of the nation 
which lives in the affected areas is net prepared 
to tolerate for an indefinite period the spectacle 
of large German air squadrons invading this 
eountry with no more effective opposition 
than they have hitherto encountered. The 
proper place to repel them is on the coast. 
lí they get inside the coast they ought to 
find it exceedingly difficult to get out again. 
The Zeppelin menace was dealt with, and we 
are convinced that the aeroplane menace can 
in time be overcome with similar success. 

The Government must also take note, says 
The Times, of the growing demand that our 
air policy should not be confined to defensive 
measures, but that the air raids should be met 
by attacks delivered on German territory. 
Apart from a great enlargement of the air 
services, however, there is one sovereign remedy 
which would assuredly shield London from 
attack, unless the radius of offensive ax roplane 
action undergoes a great increase. > Wes 
squadrons which raid London invariably come 
from aerodromes very near the Belgian coast.

CHINESE. CRISIS. 


EMPEROR ABDICATES 
AND CHANG HSUN 
RESIGNS.

STORY OF THE FIGHTING. 
The following brief message from Peking, 
dated Saturday, came this morning :— 

The Emperor has abdicated. 

General Chang Hsun, who is much depressed 
by the bombing of the Palace by an aero- 
plane to-day and the failure of his coup, 
has tendered his resignation to the Emperor. 


The events which led up to the news stated in 
the above are given in earlier telegrams from 
Shanghai and Peking, also dated Saturday. 

Tuan Chi Jui reports that he attacked the 
Monarchists on Friday morning near Langfang. 
He adds that the Republicans have advanced 
ten miles towards Peking, and are still pursu- 
ing the enemy. 
iia Yuan Hung, the ex-President, has ap- 
pointed Tuan Chi Jui Premier, and has also 
handed over the President’s seal to Tuan Chi 
Jui for conveyance to Feng Kuo Chang, who 
will assume the Acting Presidency, and form 
a Provisional Government at Nanking. 

The Republicans now oceupy strategical posi- 
tions in the southern and western outskirts .of 
the city. There is every prospect of a peaceful 
settlement. 

A Peking telegram of Saturday, 5.50 p.m., 
savs :— 

It was at 11 o'clock this morning that the 
aeroplane visited Peking. Flying at a great 
height, it dropped three bombs on the forbidden 
city, killing a man and damaging some build- 
ings near General Chang Hsun’s headquarters, 
which were the probable objective. 

In the afternoon American, Japanese, and 
Annamite reinforcements arrived in Peking. 
They were delayed at the landmg, but otherwise 
met with little difficulty. The line had been 
torn up at several places. 

After some slight fighting at Langfang, Gene- 
ral Chang Hsun’s troops rapidly retreated to 
Feng Ta:, an important railway centre ten 
miles from Peking. Cannonading was heard 
in that direction this morning. 

General Chang Hsun’s position is becoming 
desperate; he can now only rely on our gmall 
foree, all other troops having deserted him. 
Strong Republican forces are closing in on the 
south-east. and south-west, while escape by the 
Kaigau railway is cut off by a Republican force 
holding the Nankow Pass.

THE FIRST SIGHT. 

The aircraft were first seen at about half-past 
nine in the morning. They were then in two 
distinct parties, over the Isle of Thanet and the 
east coast of Fssex. Their objective was 
obviously London, and after dropping a few 
bombs on Thanet they proceeded westward in 
two parallel lines, to the north of the Thames. 
Their track was from that point, north-east. 
Then it changed to north-west, and, turning 
again, the south-east was visited on their return 
to the coast. During this flight they were at- 
tacked by artillery and by some of our aero- 
pianes. The course they took embraced a 
radius of mdny miles. Throughout the whole 
of this perigd, which, roughly speaking, was 
about twenty minutes, the machines were the 
object of a constant fusillade of shrapnel.

THE GREATEST AIR FIGHT.

livious to danger they stood in the streets, held 
to the spot, as it were, in gazing at the thrilling 
episode. The combat occurred a few miles from 
London. At 10 o'clock the whir of the engines 
and the noise of artillery caused the inhabitants 
to rush into the streets to see what was hap- 
pening. They saw a flock of aeroplanes coming 
from: the direction of the capital, and, almost 
spell-bound, they watched with expectancy, and 
without fear. 


BRITISH AIRMEN RISE. 

The sight of an awe-inspiring air battle re- 
warded their intrepidity. When the raiders 
were overhead, according te, the statement of 
one of the spectators, the roar of the engines 
and the rattle of the machine guna made a 
terrible noise. It was a slow procession in the 
sky. The main body of .the enemy machines 
was spread out fan-shaped. There were about 
20 of them, and they were endeavouring to 
keep formation. Then the British airmen sped 
up and attacked. Soon there was a detached 
squadron on the left, as if several of the raiders 
had got separated in the struggle. These were 
enveloped m smoke. The British airmen came 
up in some force, and their guns spat fire at 
the Teuton invaders. They mounted above the 
German craft, and heavily poured shots into 
them. Several of the raiders seemed to drop 
away in difficulties, but they managed to re- 
cover and keep on their course. They veered 
to the south-east, and on they went towards the 
sea, some of them evidently in a crippled con- 
dition. 


A NEW TYPE. 

It was noticed during their progress over Lon- 
don that a machine in the very centre of the 
group was larger than the others, and had the 
appearance of being composed of two water- 
planes. In the \distance it looked very much 
like a box-kite, and although nobody seams to 
bave been able to make out exactly what the 
character of the machine was, it was evidently 
an aircraft of the newest and most powerful 
type. 

‘The belief is that amongst the squadrons were 
bomb carriers of a heavy calibre, which were 
being conveyed by machines of swifter type, 
which were accommodating their pace to that of 
the others. 

THE RESULT OF EXPERIENCE. 

At the time of the visit, the town was 
thronged with people going about their busi- 
ness, but experience of the precedi raid, a 
month back, had taught them that it was fool- 
hardy to lounge about in the streets and gaze 
above, when these instruments of death and 
destruction were hovering about. Accordingly, 
when they became aware of the imminence of 
the arrival of the unweleome foreigners they 
wisely made a rush for cover. To this may be 
attributed, to some extent, the present im- 
munity from the big death and injury roll 
which characterised the former visitation. Hap- 
pily, Saturday's raid did not come upon Lon- 
don enddenly, and, although no official warnin 
was given of the tga of the sinister visi- 
iors, intimation of their presence was sufficiently 
proclaimed by the noise of the anti-aireraft 
guns, which had proceeded the arrival of the 
destructive craft.

There were busy scenes in East Clare to-day.

Hundreds of Sinn Fein camp fol- 
lowers also arrived, and were dispersed through- 
out the division to carry the Republican gospel 
into the homes of the peasants. Their numbers, 
it is said, are to be increased to-morrow, and it 
is not improbable that the Nationalists will 
adopt similar ‘tactics. Where accommodation 
is to be found for them it is difficult to see, 
as nearly all the hotels and boarding houses are 
already uncomfortably crowded.

Meetings were held in nearly exery district

An incident occurred during the tour 
which provided Mr. De Valera with a chance 
of distinguishing himself. He succeeded, after 
an exciting chase, in capturmg 4 runaway 
horse, to which was attached an empty trap. 
MR. DE VALERA AND PHYSICAL FORCE. 

Speaking at Feakle, Mr. De Valera alleged 
that, letters of a scandalous nature regarding 
his personal character had been circulated. It 
ought to be quite sufficient for the people of 
Clare to know that he would not have on his 
platform the priests and men of Clare if he 
and his policy were not honourable. A voter 
had said to him that he would vote for him 
but for fear that he was roing out in rebellion 
in a week or two. Could anyone be so stupid 
as to believe that? They believed in having 4 
national army, for if Ireland .ad a body of 
disciplined men the country would be safer from 
the robber than if it had no protection what- 
ever. That was what was meant by physical 
force. If Mr. Redmond and Mr. Dillon were 
not powerful enough to put Home Rule on the 
Statute Book, they certainly were not powerful 
enough to prevent conscription. He would go 
to the English House of Commons if he thought 
it would do the country any g« lf he went 
there he would only do harm. In that Parha- 
ment Ireland’s representation could co no good, 
as when -Ireland’s interests clashed with Eng- 
land’s they were always voted down. He was 
in favour of those paris of the policy of 
Parnell and Davitt that were essential—the 
policy of self-reliance. Mr. Lynch was bidding 
for the Unionist vote, and raised the cry 
of conciliation. Because Mr. Redmond adopted 
a middle course he’ was obliged to 
ive way to the Unionists, with the 
result that the majority went over to 
the minority. Sinn Fetmers were the majority 
of the Irish people, and if there was to be 
conciliation the minority must come over. to 
the majority. That was commonsense, and if 
Mr. Redmond stuck to that course he would 
have more Unionists on his side than were 
against him. 


THE SINN FEIN POLICY. 


Darrell Figgis, speaking at Ballyea, 
stated that the Unionist party and the so 
called Irish party had united to resist the 
demand of the Irish nation in its claim for 
freedom. That was a tribute to the strength 
with which the nation had renewed its historic 
demand. Nationalist Ireland was showing that 
its leaders had misrepresented the country and 
ccnfused its demand before the nations of 
the world. 
called Unionist Ulster there was an equal dis 
tinction to be made. Referring to the Conven- 
tion, he said that it was rigged in England's 
interest. The Freeman's Journal had for 
months stated that the notion of Ireland ap- 
pearing before the Peace Conference was the 
dream of visionaries. On Friday, however, it 
stated that if an agreement could not be 
devised before the Conference met the case of 
Ireland would certainly arise before the As- 
sembly of the Nations. That was why England 
was straining every nerve to settle Ireland by 
means of her bogus Convention. The Sinn 
Fein programme set about in a straightforward 
manner towards the creation of a constituent 
assembly, in which all the nation would 
represented, and from which an appeal would 
be made before all the nations of the world.

A large and enthusiastic demonstration, :e 
presentative of various districta in the con- 
stituency, was held in support of Mr. Lynch's 
candidature in the Square in Ennis to-day.

STRIKE THE HUN IN HIS OWN 
COUNTRY. 


In a leading article the Daily Mail asserts 
that since the Dutch burned Chatham 250 
years ago, making mock of the miserable 
system of passive defence which the feeble 
English Government of that date had organised 
with Stuart slovenliness, there has not been 
a more discreditable event in our military 
hostory than Saturday’s raid. There is not a 
single redeeming fact. The story is altogether 
humiliating. It is disgraceful that 22 German 
machines should have been able to reach Lon- 
don. It is doubly disgraceful that they should 
have been able to return to the coast without 
loss. Let us strike the Hun in his own country, 
and strike’ him hard. Unless there is not 
merely talk, but the most strenuous action, 
the people of South-Eastern England must 
prepare to see day after day their towns and 
country districts swept by forces of enemy 
raiders. We call upon the War Cabinet to 
deal promptly with the persons responsible for 
the miserable display of incompetence which 
the people of London witnessed on Saturday. 

The Prime Minister has an acute understand- 
ing of the popular will, says the Daily Mail. 
He must realise, after this last attack on Lon- 
don, that it is imperative that the scheme of 
air defence shall be radically re-organiséd, and 
that the policy of persistent counter-attacks on 
German cities shall at once be put into opera- 
tion. 


MORAL OF THE AIR RAID. 


We have to béar in mind, says the Daily 
Telegraph, that as the aerial war develops the 
greater will be the sacrifice entailed upon 
civilians. That is inevitable from its very 
nature, even when purely military objectives 
are sought. And the moral is that we must 
strain every nerve to secure. air supremacy, 
which can only be got by an almost uiilimited 
supply of machines and equivalent training of 
pilots. Those who preached, in and out of 
season, the necessity of expanding the Air Ser- 
vice to the fullest possible limit have proved 
right. We cannot have too many machines, if 
we are to win and retain victory and supremacy 
ia the air. Let us but see to that, and the 
question of reprisals, on which there is nothing 
to be added, must be left to the War Cabinet. 
They, alone, lrave the expert advice and know: 
ledge of the situation which will enable them 
to take decisive action.
